On a front of v irtually 50 miles, from just below Yp res to a p oint near Peronne, 
on the Somme, the German armies are in retreat. 
This retrograd mov ement is not a v oluntary one, but is forced by the series of 
hammer blows inflicted on the enemy by Marshal Foch in the last six or sev en week s. 
The enemy mov ement is accelerated by the notable v ictory won by Field Marshal 
iar grain men in this part of thej Haig’s men yesterday in break ing through the strong defensiv e line p rotecting the 
railroad centers of Douai and Cambrai and tlire: Yning to out-flank ev en the main 
Hindenburg line south of St. Quentin. 
Already, the tak ing of 10,000 p risoners by the L ritish in their adv ance is rep orted 
and the German casualties in wounded and k illed are declared to hav e been notably 
heav y as their thick ly massed forces met the p ower of the British blows. 
In the German retirement, the sp eed is p ronounced, and if the enemy has not met 
disaster, he is p eriously on the v erge of one. 
In what ap p ears to be an effort to escap e, for the time being, the allied adv ance, 
the German retirement, which has been p roceeding somewhat leisurely 
north 
and 
south of the Somme, has been mark edly accelerated north of that riv er. 
In the op erations this morning the im p ortant French coal mining city of Lens, at 
the gates of which the British p ounded in v ain v irtually all of last year, was ev acuated, 
and the British mov ed in. 
To the north, in Flanders, the retirem ent continues, and the 
British, 
further 
closing up the Lys salient, hav e tak en p ossession of Wulv erghem, three miles south of 
Kemmel. 


South of Lens the Germans ap p arently ack nowledge themselv es beaten on the 
Queant-Drocourt switch line, where Field Marshal Haig’s break -through was effec­ 
tiv e, and the Germans are retreating in this v itally imp ortant sector without attemp t­ 
ing to counter attack against the adv ance of the v ictorious British. 
Still further south the retirement has resulted in the ev acuation of areas from :ito 
4 miles deep on both sides of the Bap aume-Cambrai road, the British tak ing town after 
town in this area in their steady adv ance. 
Although the German command has been exp ecting an attack on the Hindenburg 
line from the British, who were close and ap p arently p rep aring to adv ance, they ev i­ 
dently did not exp ect the sudden mov ement. 
The Germans ap p arently were surp rised 
by the quick ness of the attack of the Canadians and other British forces, who, after 
fighting their way to the Hindenburg line, organized and rushed to the attack of the 
line itself. 
This morning alone, on a front of 20 miles, where the British hav e been mainly en­ 
gaged, they rep ort no less than a maximum of 4 miles adv ance. This seems to emp ha­ 
size the comp lete break down of the enemy defense and with the large cap tures of 
p risoners, p oints to the demoralization of the German forces in this area. 
It is too early to estimate accurately w hat effect the big driv e may 
ultimately p ro­ 
duce. The fall of Douai and Cambrai, which seems not imp robable in the near future, 
will affect the entire German line from the p oint where it touches the North Sea to 
Rheims, and is lik ely to force the ev acuation of the greater p art of 
no rthern France 
now occup ied by the German^
